The Amercan Cancer So­ 
ciety has repeatedly pointed 
out that cancer is no long­ 
er an automatic death sen­ 
tence.

they don’t act on it. 
It is not only the annual 
physical checkup which is 
involved, of course. Knowledge 
of the Seven Warning Sig­ 
nals, and the taking of a few 
elementary precautions can 
also be life-savers. Avoidance 
of cigarettes and the wear­ 
ing of light, protective cloth­ 
ing when exposed to the sun 
for long periods can actually 
prevent cancer, of the lung 
and skin respectively. 
What is 
at the heart of 
the matter is obviously not 
so much a "communication 
gap" as an "action gap.” The 
Society’s message of sense 
and safety are reaching mil­ 
lions - but all too many of 
us aren’t 
really listening. 
Tho American Cancer So­ 
ciety needs your support to 
do its job: a job it is doing 
magnificently well 
on its 
part. 
But the other half of the 
job is ours:
